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Retail Priority Is 
Challenged Before 
Planning Board

At Tuesday night’s public hearing, au- 
dience members took issue with the 
Planning Board’s proposed retail priori- 
ty overlay district on the grounds that it 
will add to downtown parking problems, 
and that it is discriminatory. 

As explained by Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton, the overlay, proposed for 
properties along Park and Barnard 
Streets and the Park Village Mall, would 
restrict first-floor use of the zone’s build- 
ings to personal or consumer services, 
retail and restaurant use. Under ideal 
circumstances, a special permit might 
be granted for banking or laundry serv- 
ices. Uses beyond the first floor would be 
governed by General Business zoning by- 
laws. 

Jeton explained that earlier studies 
had shown a relatively high rate of office 
vacancy in town; retail space, however, 
was in demand. The staff and the board 
had worked to find a way ‘‘to best take 
advantage of the zone we have,” she 
said, and had put together the proposed 
overlay to encourage retail use—and to 
encourage the growth of a new ‘‘spine”’ 
of retail development off Main Street. 

‘‘Let’s make better use of the parking 
lot,”’ she said, referring to the recently 
redesigned and resurfaced lot behind old 
Town Hall.

»*"Where’s the parking going to come 
from?’’ asked Howard Yezerski of Park 
Street. As an owner of two properties on 
the street, he claimed that he had run 
into parking space difficulties when he 
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had expanded his businesses. ‘‘Does it 
make sense for a developer to come in 
and develop these properties with the 
parking restrictions?” 

Board member Michael Houghton sug- 
gested that a business owner could claim 
that the town parking lot is not used to 
capacity, and would be able to obtain a 
special permit for the reduction of his 
personal space requirements because 
that lot would absorb the parking. ‘‘The 
zone is designed to take advantage of 
this,’’ he said. 

Pressed on the matter, Planner Jeton 
said that the exact degree of utilization 
of the lot was not yet known, and will not 
be until a parking survey is done next 
summer. As of this moment, she said, 
‘the board is granting none of those 
(special permits) because they don’t 
have the data to do so.”’ 

Other hearing participants brought up 
the lack of all-day parking in the Central 
Business District in general, and sug- 
gested that new business owners and 
workers in the overlay district would fur- 
ther confound the shortage. 

Taking a different tack, a few audience 
members opposed the overlay because 
they felt its restrictions to be discrimina- 
tory. 

Joseph Doherty, Jr., suggested that 
supply and demand would be a better de- 
terminant for use of the designated area. 

To this, Jeton explained that, when 
they did the study, the staff had been ap- 
palled to see how many developers build 
in the area without market analyses to 
determine demand. 

Bruce Westaway, project manager for 
Park Street Village, also believed that 
supply and demand should determine the 
use of the corridor. Furthermore, he 
said, he felt that owners could police 
their own potential tenants for desirabili- 
ty. He cited his own experiences, noting

to have been greatly under-rehearsed and, 
therefore, made an unfavorable impression. 
Beethoven eventually dedicated the work to 
Prince Ferdinand Kinsky and it was not until 
1812 that the publisher agreed to publish the 
Mass after continually arguing that there as no 
demand for church music. Beethoven replied, ‘‘. 
. I do not like to say anything about my Mass or 
myself but I believe I have treated the text as it 
has seldom been treated.”’ 

Beethoven must have welcomed the opportu- 
nity of declaring his faith in the Mass, for by 
1807, his profound sense of vocation to his art 
had helped him overcome his despair over the 
increasing deafness which had afflicted him for 


many years. He had adopted a truly religious‘ 


resignation to his malady and we can believe 
that the words he inscribed above the credo of 
the ‘‘Missa Solemnis of 1824,’’ ‘“God, God alone 
has never deserted me,’’ were true of his whole 
adult life.

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German Visitor Views World 


As One - Without Borders

When Sabine Koopmann first came to 
Andover from Munich, Germany, she 
was surprised to discover how few fences 
exist between neighbors in this town. 

She found this small sign of American 
nonpossessiveness refreshing. It wasn’t 
long, however, before the 19-year-old re- 
alized that it had one big drawback: it 
freed dogs to chase her as she biked to 
work in Lawrence. 

It is a small irony, and it plays at the 
corners of Koopmann’s quiet but wry 
sense of humor as she discusses her view 
of the world. ‘‘I always try to think of the 
world as one,”’ she says, her soft voice 
thoughtful. ‘‘I don’t like to think of bor- 
ders.” 

Then she laughs. ‘I only like fences 
because they keep the dogs in.” 

Koopmann is tall and lanky; she 
moves with a quiet grace. Her English 
carries only a slight accent. Although 
she has only been in the U.S. since Octo- 
ber, she uses the language, including 
slang, almost as well as a native—a testi- 
mony to the nine years she has spent 
studying it in the German school system. 
A recent graduate of her country’s equiv- 
alent of high school, she plans to study 
Theology at a university in Germany. 

The Bavarian Luthern Church recently 
decided that Theology students must 
take a ‘‘practicum’’—a period of practi- 
cal community service experience—in 
addition to their university studies. It is 
that which brings Koopmann here, 
where she is living with the Rev. Dennis 
Kohl of Faith Lutheran Church and his 
family until July. 

Koopmann came to Andover at the rec- 
ommendation of one of her teachers, 
whose wife had friends in America. Her 
light-brown eyes twinkle beneath a thick 
shock of brown hair, as she explains, 
“I’m staying with the neighbor of the 
parents of the friend of the wife of my 
teacher.” 

Ironically, although Koopmann’s par- 
ents had her baptized and confirmed in 
the Lutheran Church—her grandparents 
would have been very upset if they 
hadn’t, she says—they placed very little 
importance on religion. ‘“Nobody ever 
told me about it,’’ she says. ‘“‘Nobody 
ever came to my bed to pray with me at 
night or anything—that’s what I mean 
when I say I was raised without reli- 
gion.’’ Her brother, who is not quite two 
years younger, considers himself an 
atheist. 

Koopmann got involved with the 
church when she joined a youth group to 
which a friend belonged, she explains. 
When she was 17, she traveled to a fa- 
mous religious center in Taize, France, 
for a retreat. 

The trip altered her view of religion. 
Although the Taize monastary had been 
started by a Lutheran minister, she says, 
it was eclectic in philosophy and casual 
in approach. 

She was impressed by the spirit of 
fellowship she found at Taize—so much

so that she returned the next year. It was 
there, also, that she met her. boyfriend, 
who is also a student of Theology. 

When Koopmann first considered 
studying Theology, she decided that it 
was too far removed from the practical 
aspects of life. Later, after graduation 
and with the counsel of her teacher, she 
changed her mind. ‘‘I decided that I real- 
ly was interested in what the bible said, 
and what it had for me,”’ she says. 

Koopmann is a firm advocate of non- 
violence; her spiritual philosophies are 
bound tightly to a commitment to peace. 
The demonstrations that swept Western 
Europe in October of 1983, in which thou- 
sands of pacifists protested the deploy- 
ment of Pershing II and cruise missiles 
in Europe by NATO, affected her deeply. 
So, too, did the ultimate futility of the 
activities. 

“After the demonstration, everybody 
gave up,” she says. “‘It fell apart—I was 
coming to the age of participation, and 
there was nothing to participate in. It 
was a time of real frustration in the 
peace movement.” 

The experience helped deepen Koop- 


mann’s commitment to a more personal 
approach to peace. ‘Political action is 
necessary,’’ she says, ‘‘But you can’t go 
out to a demonstration, protest against 
war, and come home and beat your 
kids.” 

The self-effacing sense of humor clicks 
in, and she says, with a smile, ‘‘I don’t 
know if I thought of that, or if I read it 
someplace. But it is how I see it.”’ 

As part of her contribution to peace on 
a local basis, Koopmann donates her 
mornings to Lawrence’s Neighbors In 
Need, a program that distributes food to 
the poor. There, she mans a distribution 
point or assumes office duty. 

The job has colored her view of Ameri- 
ca. 

“T had heard that there are poor peo- 
ple in America,” she says. ‘I didn’t 
think there were so many.” 

There were other aspects of this coun- 
try that surprised Koopmann. Chief 
among these was the presence of people 
who shared her anti-war views. She ex- 
plains that Europeans, following the me- 
dia and, more recently, last year’s 
televised Olympic games, . often see 


America as a united, imperialistic coun- 
try in agreement with its conservative 
president. ‘‘When you’re living in Eu- 
rope, you get the impression that ‘this is 
a typical American,’ ”’ she says. ‘‘There 
is no real ‘typical’ American. I have 
found out that America isn’t one big na- 
tion; it’s many people.’’ 

Koopmann finds such variety and di- 
versity comforting, because she is*dis- 
turbed by standard concepts of 
nationalism, which, she says, declare 
“We are better than the rest of the 
world.” 

“If it is ‘we are different than the rest 
of the world’, then it’s fine,” she says. 

Although her first month in Andover, 
away from her family and her boyfriend, 
was admittedly difficult, Koopmann now 
smiles as she talks about the small 
things that can still spark homesick- 
ness—like thinking about her grand- 
mother’s apple strudel. ‘‘I was welcomed 
very warmly,’ she says. ‘‘There were 
just a few days when it was really bad. 
Now, I have the feeling that I was meant

Bill Cratty Dance Theatre 


Bill Cratty, the modern dance choreographer 
whose work has brought him international rec- 
ognition as an artist of many gifts, brings his 
dance theatre company to Andover’s J. Everett 
Collins center for the Performing Arts on Satur- 
day, March 15, at 8 p.m. 

Formerly a soloist with the Jose Limon Dance 
Company for eight years (a troupe devoted to 
preserving the works of early modern dance), 
Cratty brings to his own four-year-old company 
of six dancers a wealth of experience. Most of- 
ten compared to Limon and Limon’s mentors, 
Doris Humphrey and Charles Weidman, the 32- 
year-old choreographer’s concerns are societal. 
His work tells a story on stage, using the Limon 
tradition by embracing the notion of characters 
in dance (often on a heroic scale). Cratty says 
his desire is to make dances intelligible for ‘‘or- 
dinary folks.’’ He wants to excite and surprise 
the audience, not confuse them. 

Cratty is a masculine, athietic dancer who 
employs gymnastic-maneuvers in his choreog- 
raphy, yet, his dancing can also be graceful and 
lyrical. Influences of the legendary Ted Shawn 
can be seen in Cratty’s work. They are both 
adept in combining serious themes and philo- 
sophical purposes with gymnastic force and the- 
atricality. Perhaps above all, Cratty celebrates 
the male body and asserts the. dignity of the 
male artist through his choreography. 

The Bill Cratty Dance Company began in 1982 
when he created ‘“‘An Evening of Dance 
Theatre’ as a showcase. It was followed by a 
successful engagement at New York’s Riverside 
Festival. That same year Cratty was invited to 
work with Britain’s oldest ballet company, the 
prestigious Ballet Rambert. There he presided 
over the staging of his acclaimed dance, “‘The 
Kitcehn Table,’’ as it entered the Rambert rep- 
ertoire.

In addition, their office on the lower level of- 
fers a self-service copy machine, UPS package 
pick-up, order taking and appointment setting. 
All this is available to anyone who comes to or 
works in the downtown area. 

Many people ask ‘‘What is a clipping service,’ 
says Eagleson. People need information from 
the area newspapers that they don’t have the 
time to obtain for themselves. Some want com-

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Evensong Service Sunday 


In the 1549 Episcopal Prayer book, the eve- 
ning service was called Evensong. Considered 
by many to be the most beautiful of the sung 
services, Evensong actually predates the mid- 
dle 16th century order of worship by almost a 
thousand years. It was derived from the Roman 
Catholic office of Vespers and was the one serv- 
ice at which msuic other than plainsong was 
permitted. 

The Parish Choir and Schola Cantorum of 
Christ Church, Andover will be joined by mem- 
bers of other Episcopal parishes in District One 
of the Boston Diocese this Sunday at 4 p.m. to 
sing an Evensong service. Earl Miller, Christ 
Church’s music director, will serve as organist 
and choir director and The Rev. James A. Di- 
amond will be the officiant, singing the priest’s 


arts. 

In England the cathedrals have required the 
singing of this service, sometimes daily. Some 
American cathedrals carry out the tradition, but 
unlike, the English parish churches, which also 
enjoy the popularity of this beautiful services, 
have not adopted it on a national level. Even- 
song is seldom heard on a local level, and yet, it 
is by far the most musical of the services. 

Since it was the one service at which compos- 
ers were given the freedom to create music, 
there is a wealth of literature available, from 
the simplest plainsng melodies to some of the 
extremely intricate settings from the Tudor pe- 
riod and 19th century.

The only portions of the service that are spo- 
ken are the opening prayers and scripture read- 
ings. Even the Creed and Lord’s Prayer are 
sung. 

The reason all this singing took place was due 
to the early churches being vast, stone buildings 
in which the spoken word could not be heard. 
Singing was a practical way to have the pray- 
ers, scriptures and responses heard throughout 
the room. Today, this practicality is no longer 
necessary, but the esthetic value remains. 

The choirs will sing a Magnificat (The Song of 
Mary) to a plainsong tone and a Nunc Dimittis 
(Song of Simeon) to a rousing setting by the 19th 
century English composer Charles Stanford. 
The Christ Church musicians will sing an an- 
them by Gabriel Faure wituh a text based on the 
Psalm, “‘How lovely is Thy dwelling place.”’ The 
Psalm for the day, Psalm 24, ‘‘The earth is the 
Lord’s. . .,”’ will be sung to an Anglican chant by 
Sir George Elvey. The congregation will have 
the opportunity to participate by singing the 
Lenten hymn, ‘‘Forty Days and Forty Nights” 
and ‘‘Lord, Who Throughout These Forty Days”’ 
from the Hymnal 1940. 

The Evenson service is not intended to be ex- 
clusively for Episcopalians. At the National Ca- 
thedral in Washington, D.C., the service of 
Evenson is attended by people from all tradi- 
tions, many of them coming to enjoy the great 
music this service has kept alive for over a thou- 
sand years.

that the third floor of his mall has re- 
ceived a number of proposals for retail 
use—although he had intended it for of- 
fice space. He added, ‘‘Park Street Vil- 
lage has remained at a 50 percent 
vacancy rate and more”’ since its con- 
struction because he was particular 
about the types of businesses he wanted 
as tenants. 

In addition, Westaway termed ‘‘dis- 
criminatory” the idea that a bank owner 
could negotiate freely for space with 
property owners on Main Street, but 
would have to be considered for a special 
permit in the overlay zone. 

Elaine Katz of Phillips Street asked if 
there had been any plan to expand the 
retail district to include the Old Town 
Hall. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw an- 
swered,‘‘My understanding is that the 
Town Manager and the selectmen still 
haven’t decided what to do with the Old 
Town Hall. 

‘‘T think it’s time to tell them what to 
do,”’ said Katz. 

Bradshaw reiterated that the board 
was not interested in expanding the busi- 
ness district. About the board’s partici- 
pation in decisions regarding the Old 
Town Hall, she said, ‘‘We haven’t been 
asked yet—we are hoping we will be.”’ 

Said Katz, “I should hope the board 
would resign if they aren’t!”’ 

Westaway, and others, asked why the 
Old Andover Village area had not been 
included in the proposed retail overlay 
zone. 

Explained board member Houghton, 
‘“‘We looked at the Old Andover Village. 
We rejected it on the basis that behind it 
is a strong residential area...We decided 
that, if the business district is to expand, 
it would be better that it be where Park 
and Barnard are.”’ 

Joseph Doherty, Jr., suggested that 
the proposed restrictions to retail might 
cause problems with proposals to change 
the use of the bowling alley on Park 
Street. 

Jeton answered, ‘‘You know as well as 
I that proposals for the bowling alley 
have been retail.’’ She suggested that 
people focus away from the restrictive 
nature of the overlay, and realize instead 
that it is meant to be a guideline for de- 
velopers. 

Katz asked if the overlay were an at- 
tempt to pull emphasis away from busi- 
nesses on Main Street. 

Bradshaw answered that it was an at- 
tempt to concentrate business, and avoid 
stringing it out further along Main 
Street; the area was not so great in size, 
she said, to cause the overlay to draw 
business away from the rest of town.

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As Anticipated 


There is one thing to be said for the Andover 
Board of Selectmen. 

They are consistent. 

They will make every effort to find new ways to 
strip the public of funds under the guise of an 
improved economy for the town. 

Latest effort in this regard is the board’s favor- 
ing imposition of a hotel-motel tax, which could 
net the town anywhere up to $400,000. 

While there are innumerable items in the an- 
nual town meeting warrant with which the board 
should be concerned, at their most recent meet- 
ing, the membership, by majority vote, chose to 
issue their support for this one item alone, leav- 
ing others for further deliberation and possible 
action. 

In a break from the usual tradition of unanimi- 
ty, only Selectman Donn Byrne opposed the move 
stating he was philosophically opposed to an 
additional tax on any citizen. 

Well he should be and so should his colleagues. 

Andover has had the good fortune of having 
considerable industrial as well as residential 
growth in recent years. Such growth has in- 
creased the town’s valuation. 

During this same period, allegedly due to con- 
straints placed on municipal finances by Proposi- 
tion 242, the town has imposed user fees on just 
about everything, increased fees for permits and 
services, garnered revenue from increased park- 
ing fines and motor vehicle violations, hiked 
water rates to make the water department self- 


And, with the increased tax rate, the town man- 
ager, in his annual budget message, indicated 
that we could not afford increased personnel in 
the public safety department. 

So, what will be done with the increased reve- 
nue from imposition of a hotel-motel tax? 

The track record indicates that even with addi- 
tional municipal revenue, Andover taxpayers can 
anticipate another tax rate increase a year from 
now. 

It doesn’t make sense. 

Support will come for such moves when and if 
the town administrators can display some effi- 
ciency in providing comparable services for the 
increase in taxes and fees. 

This is not to say that a hotel-motel tax is not 
justified, although it points to an anti-business 
attitude since not all towns and cities in the Com- 
monwealth jumped on the bandwagon when it 
was approved by the legislature this past year. 

Andover has a wealth of hotel rooms, but they 
won’t be doing the town any good if they are emp- 
ty as people go the few extra miles to save a few 
dollars. 


What the selectmen have done in actuality, is 
remain consistent, in that they now will tax, or at 
least get something from those people who are 
just passing through. 

One must suppose that such is the philosophy 
that goes with what has been referred to as an 
affluent community.

The public picked away at details 
Tuesday night at the Planning Board’s 
hearing for its proposed Multi-Family 
District. 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton de- 
scribed the zone—which forms a band 
along the northeast and south edges of 
the General Business District—as an at- 
tempt to preserve the town’s diverse 
housing stock. It was designed to include 
areas where multifamily housing al- 
ready exists, she explained, and seeks to 
reinforce the definition of the GBD edge, 
provide affordable housing, and protect 
the residential character of neighbor- 
hoods adjacent to downtown. 

Jeton said that the district would in- 
clude 77 lots; homes which could be con- 
verted to multifamily use within the 
bylaw would be allowed to do so—if de- 
sired—without special permit. A few of 
the lots, which are non-conforming in 
size, would not be permitted to convert. 

Jeton said that the bylaw would leave 
the appearance of the area basically the 
same as it now is by prohibiting such 
changes as paved front yards or new ap- 
partment building construction. 

Jeton said that approximately 950 per- 
cent of the 77 lots are already in multi- 
family use.

Picked Apart At Hearing

Hearing participants tried to pin Jeton 
down on the potential density of the area 
that could be reached by conversions. Je- 
ton replied that she and the board hadn’t 
calculated that statistic, “‘but we’re con- 
fident that the town’s infrastructure 
could support this.” 

Given that new construction in the 
zone could only be single-family, Joseph 
Doherty, Jr., asked what would happen if 
a multi-family home should burn down. 

Jeton explained that reconstruction of 
the previous number of units would be 
allowed under a ‘‘catastrophe clause.” 

Linda Cutter of Abbot Street carried 
the question a step farther. If two adja- 
cent multi-family homes burned down, 
she said, what would keep someone from 
building an apartment house with the 
combined number of units on the com- 
bined lot? 

Jeton answered that the clause re- 
stricted rebuilding to the ‘‘footprint”’ of 
the original home. 

Asked why the zone existed only on one 
side of Main Street, board member Paul 
Curley cited ‘‘natural barriers’’ such as 
the railroad. 

Jeton added that the current use of the 
property in that area had been taken into 
account and had played a part in its ex- 


clusion. 

Elaine Katz questioned the potential 
increase of traffic and parking problems 
within the zone. 

“We felt that the parking that’s re- 
quired off-street could be supplied in the 
area,” answered Bradshaw. She added 
that she didn’t see that the increase in 
traffic in the zone would be significant, 
and that she felt the benefit of the hous- 
ing potential to the town outweighed its 
disadvantages. 7 

Furthermore, Bradshaw cited caps on 
the coverage of land allowed under the 
new designation as being restrictive to 
the increase in use density. “‘When you 
look at the size of the lot, I don’t think 
we’re overstressing the area,” she said. 

David Sand of Abbot Street asked if 
people living in the proposed zone had 
given the town input about the zoning 
change. 

Bradshaw answered, ‘‘We have had in- 
put since this summer...I have had no 
complaints so far—which is rare in this 
town.” 

Garry Stephens, whose Summer Street 
residence lies in the zone, answered, “‘I 
would like to speak in favor of it; I think 
it’s a good idea.” 

In answering a question about the size 


Planners Do Not Favor 
Stevens Street Motel Site 


For 20 years, Bert Paley has owned the 
so-called DASA property—an old mill 
building on Stevens Street in one of And- 
over’s five Industrial/General zones. He 
and his attorney feel that the building 
and property would be ideal for a 200-bed 
hotel. 

But IG zoning does not allow for hotels 
or motels. 

At a public hearing during the Feb. 11 
Planning Board meeting, Paley and his 
attorney, Gerald Cohen of 1 Elm Square, 
introduced their solution to Paley’s di- 
lemma: a private warrant article that 
asks Town Meeting voters to amend IG 
ae bylaws to include hotels and mo- 
tels. 

The board received Cohen’s upbeat 
presentation, which highlighted the ben- 
efits to Andover of a bylaw change, with 
courtesy. But the discussion that fol- 
lowed revealed that members fear a 
blanket IG change could open a can of 
worms for the town. 

The DASA Building, explained Cohen, 
is located in a scenic spot on the banks of 
the Shawsheen River. Its potential floor 
load capacity makes it unsuitable for 
most forms of light industry, a use per- 
mitted under its IG zoning; but its loca- 
tion and configuration, said Cohen, 
would be ideal for use as a ‘‘lodging.”’ 

A 200-bed hotel, he said, could increase 
tax revenues to the town by approxi- 
mately $400,000. Furthermore, it would 
not create a burden on town facilities or 
the school system, and it would bar more 
noxious development on the property.

Cohen explained that he and Paley had 
decided to request a bylaw change be- 
cause they felt that IG was an “odd 
zone” that might be antiquated, and be- 
cause they felt a change in the zoning 
itself was preferable to ‘‘spot zoning’’— 
i.e., asking for the rezoning of their par- 
cel alone. He added that the other IG 
zones in Andover—the Shawsheen Plaza, 
a portion of Lupine Road, Dundee Park 
and a section of Ballardvale—would 
probably not be suitable for hotel/motel 
use, so he felt that the change would not 
really affect them. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw re- 
marked that IG zones existed in highly- 
settled and congested sections of And- 
over. ‘I’m concerned about the kind of 
traffic that might be generated,” she 
said. 

‘According to your bylaw,’’ answered 
Cohen, ‘I could convert BayBank on 
Main Street to a hotel.’’ 

Bradshaw agreed that it would be pos- 
sible, but said, ‘‘Is this the spot (Stevens 
Street) where we really want to intensify 
traffic?”’ 

Arguing that the impact of a hotel’s 
constant day-and-night traffic flow 
would be less offensive than the regular 
rush-hour situation created by light in- 
dustry, Cohen added, “‘If it’s not ap- 
proved, then, unfortunately, it’s left in 
limbo for the developer.”’ 

Cohen emphasized that Paley doesn’t 
have a specific plan for a hotel yet, nor 
does he have a hotel developer interested 
in the site. But, said Cohen, without a 


zoning change, Paley is not free to pur- 
sue hotel/motel options. 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton sug- 
gested that the IG Zone might be ‘‘a dino- 
saur in Andover.’’ Although she felt it is 
time for the town to consider the merits 
and disadvantages of the designation, 
she added, ‘‘I look at the other IG zones 
in town and it troubles me...There’s a lot 
of development pressure in Andover.”’ 
The pressure is now being controlled, she 
said, but the proposed change could 
throw the situation out of control by 
opening opportunities for undesired 
change at IG sites other than the DASA 
property. 

Jeton then suggested that it might be 
wise to explore other uses for the prop- 
erty. 

Paley reminded the board that he had 
proposed a housing use for the building 
at a past Town Meeting—and had met 
with disapproval. ‘‘We’re a little gun- 
shy,’”’ he said. 


Although board member Paul Curley 
felt that the town should take a good look 
at the IG designation, he added that he 
felt he couldn’t vote for the proposed 
change because “‘it would affect too 
many other areas in town.”’ 


Attorney Robert Zollner, counsel for 
the board, suggested that Cohen work to 
improve the wording—and, insofar as le- 
gally possible, the content—of the pro- 
posed article before the board votes its 
position on it in March. 


of the zone, board member Curley 
sparked a heated discussion when he im- 
plied that the zone could define the next 
e ion of the business district. 

pecifically, Curley said that, as peo- 
ple want to change to other uses, the 
board will be asking them to rezone as 
neighborhoods rather than on a lot-by-lot 
basis. The new MF zone will better de- 
fine neighborhoods near the Central 
Business District, he said. ‘““That might 
be a case that has to happen some day,”’ 
he continued. “‘It gives us a logical pro- 
gression for change, if and when it’s nec- 
essary.” 

Curley’s explanation, coming upon the 
heels of another public hearing in which 
the board had reiterated its firm opposi- 
tion to expansion of the business district, 
sparked speculation by one audience 
member that the board would not be pro- 
viding affordable housing with the zone; 
it would be providing ‘‘one more step in 
the erosion of the residential area.”’ 

John Merrill of High Street agreed, 
terming the zone change a ‘‘self-fulfilling 
prophecy” depicting the next GB dis- 
trict. 

Bradshaw countered, ‘‘Our intent was 
to make a barrier around the GB zone— 
not create the next GB zone.”’ 

Merrill said that he would prefer a 
wider MF zone, to defuse the argument 
that the proposed zone is, indeed, the 
precursor of the future business bound- 


ry. 

Audience members also discussed the 
idea of requiring owner occupancy. One 
resident charged that allowing three or 
more families per residence in the dis- 
trict would change the neighborhood, due 
to the ‘‘outlook’’ of the sort of people who 
live in such rentals. 

Added Elaine Katz, “If you don’t speci- 
fy two-family, you would not believe how 
many people you’ll have...I could not be 
more opposed to anything than I’m op- 
posed to this.”’ 

Another audience member countered 
that the owner-occupant argument was 
“‘silly.”” As an owner, he said, he might 
not stay in the area. ‘I’m an old man; 
I’ll move out, maybe go to Florida,” he 
said. 

“T’ll die,” said another. 

The remark brought down the house. 

Robert Zollner closed the discussion by 
recognizing the proposed zone as ‘‘good 
for older citizens’’ who might lack trans- 
portation, because of its proximity to 
downtown.

pitch and painted with a water-base paint in 
orange, yellow or white. The discs are 4% inches 
in diameter and 1% inches high. Troisi hit 406 
targets out of 500, which is quite a feat consid- 
ering they are set off at approximately 40 yards 
apart at speeds approaching 47 mph. He holds 
the highest average in the state with a record for 
the year of 3,346 targets out of 3,400. 

Torisi, a member of the Minuteman Sport- 
man’s Club, has been shooting competitively 
since 1968 when he began off-season practice for 
bird shooting and ‘‘fell in love with it. The people 
are great and I find it a tremendous tension re- 
liever,’”’ said Torisi, who last year was ranked 
seventh in the country with a 99.5 average on 800 
targets, only missing four of his attempts. He 
was the first shooter in Massachusetts skeet

Housing Issue 


Massachusetts has a huge housing problem, 
according to Lew Finfer of the Organizing and 
Leadership Training Center. Finfer, who recent- 
ly addressed the Legislative Committee of the 
Greater Lawrence Council for Children, ex- 
plajned the factors contributing to the Common- 
wealth’s current housing crunch; skyrocketing 
rents, escalating housing costs, lack of rent con- 
trol, the rise of condo conversions, federal cuts 
in housing programs and lack of available units. 
These factors, coupled with population growth, 
higher divorce rates and the baby boomers de- 
but into the housing market create a bleak per- 
spective for persons seeking affordable housing. 
All of this may contribute to a situation in which 
adult children may be worse off than their par- 
ents in terms of housing. 

Children, in particular, are hard hit by the 
housing problem. As a result of evictions, unsafe 
living conditions or a lack of available housing 
unit, children are forced to experience the same 
stress as experienced by their parents. For the 
child who lives in an emergency shelter, flits 
from home to home, is on the street or must be 
separated from his/her parents because of hous- 
ing, the result is one of instability, uncertainty, 
even trauma. 

There is no easy solution to such a compli- 
cated situation. There are, however, efforts un- 
derway to address this problem.

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What Is The Difference? 


This question was posed to Marketing Manager Jim 
Novo, regarding Rollins CableVision’s current campaign 
entitled ‘‘What’s the difference between these two pic- 
tures?”’

Let’s take 
our basic cable service for an example. Twenty-eight 
channels, plus the convenience of remote control channel 
selection and free monthly cable guide, $7.25 per month.

The answer 
is based on quality, not quantity.”’ 

Novo explains that network television has created a bi- 
ased view of product. Many people who grew up with net- 
work television find it to be rather trashy and 
commercialized, but will select an occasional program to 
watch because of a special interest. A cable subscriber 
takes this idea further; the program menu presented at 
any given time is much larger and the special interest 
programs more frequent and varied. If you enjoy PBS 
programming on WGBH channel 2, a subscriber finds 
clear reception of PBS stations WNDH channel 11 and 
WGBX channel 44 offered also. This greatly enlarges ac- 
cess to the excellent PBS product. You will see programs 
that are not available on channel 2; some programs such 
as the MacNeil-Lehrer report are broadcast at different 
times on the three stations, allowing the greatest viewer 
flexibiity. 

The same concept applies to the independent stations. If

breaking investments down into real assets, fixed $ assets 
and variable $ assets, making conscious decisions as to 
the allocations among these categories, and at the same 
time controlling the degree of risk in each of these areas. 
He contacts his clients if the investment climate shifts or 
to be sure the clients objectives haven’t changed. 

“Investing today has become very complex and there 
are many new products to choose from,” Weil says. “It’s 
almost like fads or styles in the clothing business. Many of 
the new approaches are valuable tools for the investor. 
Zero Coupon Bonds, split funding annuities, limited part- 
nerships, option and hedging strategies, IRAs, Keoghs, 
401K, retirement distributions and a whole host of mutual 
funds all have approprate places in an investment strate- 
gy.

Standex Reports 
Modest Improvement 


Standex International Corporation (NYSE) reported a 
‘“‘modest improvement in the tone and pace of business”’ 
in the second fiscal quarter ended December 31, 1985. 
Sales for the quarter rose 3 percent to an all-time high, 
while earnings per share declined 14 percent in the latest 
quarter, as compared with the same period of the prior 
year. 

Thomas L. King, Standex president and chief executive, 
stated that ‘‘while we are encouraged with the latest sales 
results, many of our divisions continue to report pressures 
on profit margins. In short, the manufacturing sector of 
the economy has still not bounced back as we had hoped.”’ 

In the second fiscal quarter ended December 31, earn- 
ings per share amounted to 32 cents, as compared with 37 
cents in the same quarter last year. Net income was $4,- 
180,000 on sales of $99,454,000, as against net income of $4,- 
971,000 on sales of $96,742,000 the previous year. Per share 
earnings were based on 13,242,000 shares outstanding in 
the latest period. 

In the six-month period ended December 31, earnings 
totaled 56 cents a share on net income of $7,352,000, down 
from last year’s 78 cents a share on net income of 
$10,570,000. Sales in the latest six months amounted to 
$185,181,000, as compared with $195,225,000 a year ago. 

Last year’s six-month results included about $10.6 mil- 
lion in sales and ‘‘significant profits” from two divisions, 
Club Products and Cebco Publishing, which were subse- 
quently sold. 

King said that ‘‘the company is somewhat encouraged”’ 
that sales are showing definite improvement in several 
key operating areas. He indicated that the grapefruit mail 
order division is rebounding from the ‘‘major freeze”’ that 
hit Texas on Christmas Day 1983. He added that Standex’s 
publishing and bindery product operations are realizing 
“‘meaningful gains.’ With the termination and liquidation 
of its fireplace manufacturing operations, the Standex En- 
ergy Systems unit is now operating on a solidly profitable 
basis. In addition, some segments of the firm’s institutio- 
nal products operations have been showing healthy gains. 
Particularly encouraging, King added, has been the per- 
formance of the company’s ‘‘texturizing’’ operations in 
Western Europe. 

The company stated that, ‘‘we are cautiously optimistic 
that the results of the last half of fiscal 1986 will show 
continuing improvement in both sales and earnings.”’
